What’s up with bookstore prices? 



...not much

“I think I’ll buy just one 
book and see if I can borrow 
die odiers.” 

Sound familiar? 

It happens every semester. 
Alter one enrolls for classes, 
the dreaded trip to the 
bookstore awaits. 

“1 never know how much 
it’s going to be,” said 
sophomore communication 
major Alex Hyde. “ I would 
go somewhere else if the cost 
was lower.” 

But Hyde did not pay a lot 
this semester. He spent just 
$148 this semester for his 
books at llie Avila bookstore. 

Many students have found 
alternatives from purchasing 
their hooks at the bookstore. 
Some have been known to 
purchase textbooks at outside 
bookstores such as Barnes & 
Noble and Borders. 

“What the students do is 



find out the names of the 
textbooks ahead of time and 
order them through the 
retailer,” said Dotty Hamilton, 
Coordinator of the 
Communication program. “I 
had one student who always 
managed to save quite a 
substantial amount of money.” 

So what if Hyde were to 
purchase all of his textbooks at 
Barnes & Noble. 

At Barnes & Noble dierc is 
an information booth where 
customers can go to get help. 
Give your textbook selection to 
die assistant mid he/slie can tell 
you if die book is available and 
how much it costs. 

If Hyde were to purchase 
his books at Barnes & Noble, 
he would have spent $167.10, 
not including tax. 

After comparing costs, one 
advantage that Avila offers is 
the opportunity to purchase 
used books rather than new. 
Barnes & Noble only sells new 



books and do not purchase die 
books back. There is no resell 
value at ;dl through the retailer. 
Avila does buy back books. 

“It is legitimate lo pay dial 
much, but I feel wc should gel 
more back when wc resell,” 
staled Hyde. 

Although die resell value is 
not high at die Avila bookstore 
it is higher than many oilier 
bookstores around the Kansas 
City area. 

“Students should realize 
that they might actually be 
getting a bargain when they 
walk through the bookstore 
door,” said Kelly Turner, 
transfer student from Longview 
Community College. 

Human nature will never 
cease the endless gripes and 
complaints of all students alike 
about the excessive costs that 
college entails. But some 
students should do some 
investigating before griping 
about a good diing.

“When the other two 
majors graduate dris year, if no 
one new comes in, I will be die 
only one left and then what 
happens?” 

This is a legitimate fear 
expressed by junior Kale Lynn 
Egan, one of Avila’s three 
Music majors. Egan is not 
alone in her concern for the 
future of Avila’s Music 
program, which appears to be 
dwindling. 

Traditionally a small 
program. Music has 
experienced a downfall in die 
number of enrolled majors and 
minors. This factor, coupled 
widi die possible departure of 
Dr. Dan Larson, Chairman of 
Humanities and the sole full 
time music faculty member, 
places die program at a critical 
juncture. 

“If in fact it turns out I do 
leave Avila, then certainly that 
is a decision point for the 
administration in regard to die 
program,” Larson said. 

Since 1980, the Music 
program has functioned widi 
one full-time faculty member. 



The remaining faculty is 
comprised of Dr. Cynthia 
Hukill, who has been part-tune 
since 1981, various adjunct 
faculty and Sister DeLaSalle, 
who is semi-retired and has 
been with the program for 52 
years. While the instructors 
are top notch, the dual role 
played by Larson, die full-time 
member, definitely has 
impacted the program. 

“Obviously, as my role 
has changed over the last nine 
years, my energies have been 
concentrated on the greater 
needs of die entire department 
(Humanities) rather than 
specifically on die program,” 
Larson said. 

Aside from the faculty 
issue, numbers in the Music 
program are rather startling. 
No single factor can be 
attributed to die program size, 
which currently totals 3 
majors. 

“We have gone down in 
numbers, but everydiing has a 
resurgence,” said DeLaSalle. 
“1 see us on die up, maybe not 
in numbers but in quality.” 

The quality in 
performance and instruction 



causes Dr. Cynthia Hukill to 
term the Music program’s 
position as , “A building phase. 
There are wonderful things 
happening in the program, 
especially with die choir, and 
there is so much room for 
growth.” 

Looking into the future, 
growth is a key word for die 
Music faculty. 

“There is a real place for 
this school in the Kansas City 
area as a quality, small music 
program for someone who 
docs not want die conservatory, 
or big program, but wants 
intensified instruction,” Hukill 
said. 

The Music program will 
work towards improvement, 
regardless of what may appear 
as potential setbacks. 
Supplying a unifying, visible 
function for the college, the 
Music program continues to 
serve what Larson calls, “a 
viable purpose.” 

“Music serves a function 
similar to ;my odier program as 
an academic subject, as well as 
an integral part of what a 
liberal arts institution should 
be about,” Larson said.
